Plaintiffs alleged that it was negli- 
gence of a gross character for Mr. 
Vaimvright to advise them to po into 
the new premiacs—tootnke his own 
view of the law against that of the 
magistrates’ clerk at the risk of the 
clients—and failing to inform his 
clients of the true position, 

Mr. G. R. Swanwick (for Wain- 
Wright) xubmitted that it had to be

In British politics, there is little 
use at.any-time for die-hards of 
eny colour; at the present june- 
ture in world affairs they con- 
real danger, They 
will, of. course, pass away, but 
the spirit of true Liberalism 
will never die in Britain. It 
will express ftyelf fn various 
forms from generation to gener- 
ation, adapting itself to the 
needs of the. times.

Following the | inspection of the 
ship, the Commander-in-Chlef  ad- 
dressed the Volunteer Officers, stress- 
ing that, although his visit had been 
considerably deiayed, his interest in 
the Voluntecr movement was, never- 
theless, great. 

“Cognisance of the work being 


done by the Hongkong Naval Volun- 
teer Reserve and similar naval or- 
ganisations throughout the world fs 
being taken by the Admiralty in 
London, and I would lke to state to 
your Commanding OMicer, Lt. Cdr. 
J. Petrie and to you, Gentlemen, that 
the Commodore and myself are eager 
to assist .you in any way. 

“You participated in the recent 
local manocuvres and you will readi- 
ly realise the importance of the 
work you undertook then—that of 
manning the patrol boats.”

In the very young, both boys and 
girls, in adolescents, in young mar- 
ried women, and in people of forty, 
the incrense is especially mar! 

‘A now National Life Table for 
England and Wales published to- 
day in a report by the Government 
actuary, Sir Alfred W. Watson, 
shows that every man and woman 
who is-Iess than sixty years of age, 
haa longer expectation of life than 
would have been the caso in 1911. 

At the ages of seventy, ,cighty, 
and ninety there fs less expectation 
than there was. But this is 
thought to be due to the, survival 
of many of the wenker members 
of the community who under the 


conditions prevailing in the past, 


would have died young. 

Out of every 1,000 boys born the 
number who died before attaining 
the age of one year was In 1911 
nbout 120, In 1921 it was about 
90. But In 1981 it was only 72. 

Out of 1,000 girls born the num- 
bera of deaths in the first year of 
age were 98 in 1911; 69 in 1921, 
and 64 in 1931. 

At all ages from twenty to sixty, 
the 1931 mortality ratea are much 
fess than those for 1911,

Now word has leaked out of 
Buckingham palace that the King 
has ordered a new alrdrome to bo 
built at Windsor, not far from tho 
family castle, as an alternative to 
the landing ficld at Heston which 
he hag used heretofore. .

SEQUEL TO RAID AND

Mr. Justice Goddard at Lin- 
colnshire Assizea recently re- 
served jadgment in the resumed 
case in which damages for 
alleged professional negligence 
are claimed by the committee of 
the New Atlantic Club, Clee- 
thorpes, from Arthur Wain- 
wright, a Grimsby solicitor. 

Mr, R. E, A, Elwes, for the com- 
mittee of the club, alleged negligence 
on the part of Mr. Wainwright in 


advising remaval fram thelr own pre- 
mises tg the premises of the Danes- 
bury Club, ‘which had closed down. 
After a police raid on the New 
Atlantic Club in their new premises, 
proceedings were taken, the premines 
were struck off the rogiater and din- 
qualified, and ench of the. six members 
of the New Atlantic Club committee 
was-fined £10, with £4 costa.

THE SPIRIT OF 
LIBERALISM . 
In the new crisis which has 
arisen in Europe, the National 
Liberals, although 


a relatively 
small element in British polities, 
have been malsing common cause 
with other sections of the 
Government by throwing its 
whole weight into the cause of 
peace, In this sense, the Na- 
tiontl Liberals reflect the over- 


whelming desire of the British: 
| people, 


although it is also 
strongly fell in many quarters 
that, if needs be.’ strong mea- 
sures must be taken agninst 
nations which flaunt inter- 
national Inw and = defy the 
collective opinion of ‘the world. 
Nothing could more become the 
spirit and traditions of Liber- 
alism than: to stand in the fore- 
front in, the long struggle to 


bring about a good understand- 


ing between the nations ‘of 
Surope. The responsibility has 
been well described us one which 
it is impossible: to exaggerate. 
In British polities, there is little 
use, at any time for dic-hards of 
any colour; at the present june- 
ture in world affairs they con- 
stitute a real danger. . Théy 
will, of course, pass away, but 
the . spirit of true Liberalism 
wil! never die in Britain. It 
will express itself in various 
forms from generation to gener- 
ation, adapting itself. to the 
needs of the times. Its para- 
mount duty is to -help to build 
upon the ruins of a bad past a 
more solid and secure structure 
upon which nations may live in 
real amity. Phere can be no 
such structure unless it is 
raised on a broad-based Liber- 
alism, in which the term Liberal 
is used in its wisest and best 
sense; It is true that the 
official British Liberal Party, as 
am effective political unit, has 
fallen on evil days, and that it 
now exercises little power in the 
councils of the nation..

FAMOUS FRENCH 
STATESMAN 


‘WIZARD. OF.

Paris, Apr. 14. 

+ The death. has occurred of tho 
veteran ¢x-Minister, Senntor Henry 
Cheron, who wos Minister of Justice 
at the timo of tho .Stavisky disclo- 
sures and tho assassination of King 
AMexander of Yugo-Slavia.—Reuter’s 
Bulletin Service. 


M. Cheron was born st Lisieux, 
Normandy, in May, 1867. He became 
a lawyer and practise at the Court 
of Appeal at Cacn, From 1814 to 
1908 he war Mayor of hia native. town. 
In 1902, it elected him to the Chamber 
where his advancement was _rapld, 
thanks to hia excellent speeches on 
financial questions. In- 1906, M. 
Clemenceau made him Under-Seerct- 
ary for War and he did much té im- 
prove the lot of the soldier. Then as 
Under-Sceretary for tho Navy, Rap- 
porteur-General of the Finance Com- 
mission and Mintrter of Labour he 
showed a tremendous capacity for 
work and high qualities :na an ad- 
miniatrator :

Made Rapporteur-General of the 
Senate Finance Commission in 1925, 
he gave valunble aid ta the “Govern- 
ment of Nationn] Union" in bringing 
about economies in the public services, 
When M. Bokanowski, Minister of, 
Commerce, Posts nnd Avintion, was 
killed in a plane crash in Sept., 1928, 
Choron succeeded him as head of the 
first two departments. He presented 
the Finnncee Commission with an 
estimnte which raised his anlary from 
80,000 to 180,000 fca. The Incroare 
was allowed and was applied to the 
pay of his colleagues, as nll French 
Ministers are paid alike. Five years 
Inter ‘ho persunded them to agree to 
a 10 per cent: salary cut. 


. Cheron was Finance Minister from 
Nov., 1928, to Nov. 1929 under 
Poinenre, Brinnd and Tardieu. Tho 
Tardicu Government fell aa the result 
of Cheron’a proposals regarding 
veterans’ pensions and reduction of 
taxes. Ho beeame ' Minister of 
Justice in Nov., 1930 under Tardieu 
and retnined the post in the Steeg 
Government. In the Paul-Boncour 
Cabinct ‘of Dec,, 1932, he was aghin 
Finance Minister, Drastic economics 
and increased taxes were necessary to 
balance the Budget. His proposals 
were very unpopular and on Jan. 28, 
1938, they were defented and the 
Government foll. 

Cheron was the most caricatured 
man in France. His corpulence, his 
largo astonished eves, his shaboy 
portfolio, hia eternal woollen muffer 
wrapped several times round his ears 
and his disregard of his personal ap- 
penrance_were engerly seized upon 
by the humorists.

“CONGRESS PARTY'S

Lucknow, Apr. 16. 
Amid shouts of “Long live the re- 
volution,” and scenes of wild en- 
thusiosm, tho session of the National 
Congress Party ended at midnight, 
after passing no fewer than fifteen 
resolutions, including two to-day,

should establish closor contact with 
the mnases; secondly, it expressed its 
aympathy with ‘the people of the In- 
dinn states, though declining. to assist 
‘them actively in any struggio against 
their rulers. 

Shortly before the conclusion of the 

session, the Socinlist party scored its 
only victory when the Congress by 2 
vote of 227 to 207 carricd a proposal 
to rotain proportional representation 
in the election of an all-Indla Con- 
gress Committee by provincial organi- 
sations, 
- This was a victory for Prosident 
Nohru, who had previously been out- 
voted in committee when supporting

“TREE DESPOILERS. 


HEAVILY FINED 


PLANTATION BEING 
DENUDED 


A large batch of tree deapoilers 
were brought before Mr. K. Keen at 
the Kowloon Magistracy this morning, 
charged with possessing varioun 
quantities of split pinewood and other 
wild tree wood at Kowloon City. 

Three men, two married women and 
na widow were charged with 
split pinewood at No. 9B Plantation 
behind Kowloon Tong. They all 
pleaded guilty and heavy fines were 
inflicted upon them. 

Inspector Chester-Woods and Mr. K. 
W. Forrow, of the Botanical and 
Forestry Department, prosccuted. 

Inspector Chester-Woods stated 
that the defendants ‘were arrested 

! about 10 o'clock last. night. There 
were about 16 in all, but the others 
managed to escape. At the time of 
their arrest: the defendants were 
actually engaged: in splitting the 
wood, after having chopped down the 
trees. . 

“They are doing a tremendous 
amount of damage and it won't be 
long before the plantation will be 
denuded,” the Inspector added. 

Continuing, Inspector — Chester- 
Woods stated that it would be: in- 
teresting to note that the people 
came from far and wide, Of those 
arrested, three came from Shamshuipo 
and one from Kowloon City, But tor 
the Uifferent addresses given by the 
defendants, it would seem that they 
belonged to the same gang, It was 
suspected that they might be em- 
ployed by others, but that was only 
a suggestion, . 

Liu Tsoi, widow, admitted the pos- 
session of five fine trecer valued at 
f75 and was fined $100, or, in de- 
nult, three months’ hard = labour.
